WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP) 
—Congress sent to the White 
House today legislation keeping 
rent controls for another year. 

Voice vote approval by the Sen- 
ate completed Congressional ac- 
tion on the measure. 

It came only a few hours after 
the House approved, 220 to 95, a 
compromise of differing measures 
originally passed by Senate and 
House. 

Without the legislation the pres- 
ent controls, affecting about 13,- 
000,000 dwelling places and 50, 
000,000 persons, would end a week 
from today. ! 

The compromise, written by a 
Senate-House conference commit- 
tee after the two chambers had 
passed differing bills, modifies the 
“local option” feature of the 
House version by giving a special 
federal court the last word on 
rent boosts whenever local boards 
and federal officials disagree. 


Previous Bill. 

As passed by the House, prior 
to drafting of the compromise late 
yesterday, the bill would have 
given the local boardgs—nominated 
by the governors of the various 
states—absolute authority to in- 
crease rents or decontrol areas 


7e | completely. 


The bill would have the Emer- 
gency Court of Appeals, set up 
originally in the days of OPA, re- 
view cases in which the housing 
expediter vetoes recommendations 
by a local board for rent hikes or 
removal of ali controls in any area. 

The bill would require the court 
to uphold a local board whose 
findings were based on “adequate 


and substantial evidence.” 


It could uphold the expediter 
only if the local board’s evidence 
was “not of sufficient weight.” 

Other ons of 
Other provisions of the compro- 
mise bill include: 
1. Extension of controls through 
March 31, 1949, with no general 
increase in ceilings. 

2. Renewal of the provision un- 
der which tenant and landlord 
could agree, up to Dec. 31, on a 
lease running through 1949 at a 
rental increase of not more than 
15 per cent. 

3. Tenants who agreed to such 
a boost under the present law 
could not be charged another. 
Their leases, originally written to 
hold through 1948, would be ex- 
tended through March 31, 1949. 

4. Removal of ali controls where 
such leases were terminated be- 
tween Jan. 1 and March 31 of this 


year. 

5. Lifting of all restrictions on 
construction of amusement and 
recreational buildings, such as 
bowling alleys and night. clubs, 

6. Any violation could be pre- 
vented or halted by court order. 
Such action is possible now only 
in the case of overcharges, 

7. The housing expediter, as at 
present, would be directed to cor- 
rect hardships and remove inequi- 
ties in individual cases. He also 
would be instructed to give “due 
weight” to whether the landlord 
was losing money. 

8. Controls would end on non- 
housekeeping rooms in private 
homes if there were no more than 
two paying guests in the home. 

9. Landlords would be required 
to give a 60-day eviction notice 
except for (a) non-payment of 
rent or (b) where the tenant has 
become a nuisance. Such cases 
would be covered by local law. 

10. Tenants could be evicted on 
60-day notice if the landlord 
planned (a) to recover the quar- 
ters for a member of his family, 
(b) to make substantial altera- 
tions, (c) to demolish the build- 
ing, or (d) to withdraw it from 
the rental market. 

11. If the Governor of any’ state 
failed to recommend local board 
members within 30 days after be- 
ing asked to do so, the housing 
expediter would name them. 

12. A landlord might collect an 
additional month’s rent as a se- 
curity deposit when he admits 
new tenants if that was his prac- 


tice or the accepted practice in 
the area prior to 1942.

Summer Might Bring 
Such a Move.

WASHINGTON, March 25—The 
possibility that Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower may be literally drafted for 
President as the nominee of both 
major parties was projected by 
Senator John J. Sparkman (Dem.), 
Alabama, in an interview with the 
Post-Dispatch. 

Senator Sparkman, who served 

as chairman of the party’s speak - 
ers’ bureau in 1946, and formerly 
was House majority whip, ac- 
knowledged that the idea of a 
coalition government seemed “far- 
fetched” at this time, but said the 
international! situation had opened 
the door to unusual political de- 
velopments. 
It is wholly conceivable, he said,

Cites Cabinet Precedent. 

Sparkman, who with his Ala- 
bama colleague Senator Lister 
Hill has renounced support of 
President Truman as the party 
nominee, emphasized that his re- 
marks were personal and im- 
promptu and did not stem from 
any inner-circle move to join with 
the opposing party in seeking to 
draft Eisenhower. He pointed out, 
however, that at the start of 
World War II President Roose- 
velt had the makings of a coali- 
tion government in the selection 
of Secretary of the Navy Frank 
Knox and Secretary of War Henry 
Stimson, both Republicans.

FORRESTAL SAYS

He made the statement before 
the Senate Armed Service Com- 
mittee in isting America’s assets.

“The United States possesses the 
knowledge and the capacity to 
make the atom bomb, and as yet 
the Soviets do not.

(The schnorkel ie a Gérman- 
developed device. It is a sort of 
snout which can be sent to the 
surface and permits the subma- 


“The mere possession of this 
undoubted asset would not neces- 
sarily turn the scale of war, if | 
war should come. But its posses- 
sion has undoubted power to dis- 
suade from aggression any nation 
that believes we have sufficient 
military strength to put that 
weapon to effective use,” 

Then, departing from his pre- 
pared text, Forrestal said: “It is 
a fact known to all that we have 
tried to propose an intérnational 
agreement to deny ourselves the 
use of this weapon.” 

He said these attempts have 
failed because Russia has refused 
to co-operate. 

Although Secretary of the Army 
Royall told the committee he was 
not in favor of change, Senator 
Wherry (Rep.), Nebraska, intro- 
duced a bill to return control of 
atomic energy to the Army. 

The bill would abolish the civil- 
ian Atomic Energy Commission. 
The Secretary of the Army, in- 
stead, would hold over-all author- 
ty to direct atomic energy mat- 
ters.

FOR DIRECT TRIESTE TALKS 


Willing to Negotiate With Yugoslavia Within 
Letter of Western Proposal— 
Printers’ Strike Ended. 


ROME, March 2 (UP) —The 
Foreign Office announced today 
that Italy was ready to open 
direct negotiations with Yugo- 
slavia on Trieste within the spirit 
and letter of the American- 
British-French proposal to return 
the free territory to this country. 

A spokesman said his govern- 
ment’s view was that only by 
eliminating the “discord revealed 
in the question of the Trieste free 
territory can constructive peace 
be reached with our neighbors.” 

The Foreign Office also dis- 
closed that in the last few days 
Italy and. Yugoslavia had reached 
an agreement on the fate of 
Italians deported from Venezia 
Giulia province to Yugoslavia and 
of Slavs remaining in Italy after 
the frontier changes fixed by the 
peace treaty. 

Printers’ Strike Settled. 

The Government also announced 
the settlement of a printers’ strike 
which had blacked out newspa- 
pers throughout Italy for four 
days. The agreement came after 
a spokesman for Premier Alcide 
de Gasperi asserted the April 18 
parliamen elections might be 
delayed if the ballots were not 
printed in time. 

Meanwhile, fresh strikes tied 
up parts of Rome and new flur- 
ries of violence were reported 
from scattered points in Italy. 

In the Trieste free territory the 
western Allies were reported con- 
tinuing to strengthen the border 
guard along the line fronting that 
part of it under Yugoslav supervi- 
sion. A platoon of Scottish sol- 
diers moved up to a crossroads on 
the Pola highway and began work 
on emplacements for machine 
guns and mortars. 

Report on Negotiations. 

One of the more promising 
signs in the Trieste situation was 
the Foreign Office’s announce- 
ment of the accord with Yugo- 
slavia “for exchange of. Italians 
deported to Yugoslavia for per- 
sons of Slav nationality now in 
Italy.” The spokesman said fur- 
ther details would be given within 
the next few days in a joint Ital- 
ian-Yugoslav communique. 

The spokesman mentioned brief- 
ly a reported three-power pro- 
posal to return Eritrea and Som- 
aliland, former Italian colonies in 
Africa, to Italy before the elec- 
tions. According to the unoffi- 
cial reports, Libya would not be 
returned to Italy on grounds that 
it is too important strategically. 

“Italy hopes that the spirit of 
comprehension shown by the three 
powers in the Trieste problem 
may make possible further steps 
toward the recognition of the im- 
portance of Italy in Europe, and 
also her essential economic in- 
terests in the @olonies,” the 
spokesman said. ; 

The Foreign Office released the 
text of a Polish note sent to the 
United Nations advocating an 
Italian mandate over the African 
colonies, but favoring a sea out- 
let across Eritrea for Ethiopia. 
The note said Warsaw would de- 
tail its position after seeing a 
report by a U, N. commission 
which toured the colonies, 

Printers Cash Bonus, 

The Communist-controlled Ital- 
jan Confederation joined with the 
Government in announcing the 
end of the printers’ strike. The 


Government said “all differences 
have been resolved” by the print- 
ers and publishers. 

After a long conference offi- 
cials reported that the printers 
and publishers accepted a Gov- 
ernment proposal for a cash bonus 
now with all other negotiations to 
be postponed until May 1, when 
the regular printers’ contract ex- 
pires. 

Serles of New Strikes. 

In new strikes all store em- 
ployes in Rome except those in 
pharmacies, food shops, bars and 
restaurants walked out.

The vendor, John Steven Din- 
kelkamp, 3613 % North Grand, died 
at City Hospital at 1:30 p. m., a 
half hour after the shooting, of 
5 of the back and left arm- 
pit. 

A taxicab driver, John Almus, 
2522W Sullivan avenue, told police 
a man whose description was sim- 
ilar to that of the murderer got 


in his cab at Grand and St. Louis 


avenue, eight blocks south of the 
scene of the shooting, and rode 
to Ninth and Salisbury. The driver 
no weapon on his 
passenger. 

When police arrived at the busy 
Grand and Natural Bridge inter- 
section, they found Dinkelkamp, 
50 years old, lying on the side- 
walk on the north side of Natural 
Bridge about 25 feet east of 
Grand. Semi-conscious, he was 
unable to tell what had happened. 

Woman Describes Shooting. 

Miss Mary Estes, 3409 North 
Twentieth street, told police she 
was standing in front of the drug 
store at that corner waiting for a 
bus and witnessed the shooting. 

A man about 40 years old, 5 
feet 4 inches tall and weighing 
about 160 pounds was standing at 
her right and the news vendor 
was at her left, she related. She 
noticed that the man had some- 
thing wrong with his eyes. He 
wore a dark gray suit with pin 
stripe and a light gray hat. She 
heard him say to the news ven- 
dor: “I don’t want you selling pa- 
pers on a corner I'm standing on.“ 

Dinklekamp apparently did not 
understand what the man said 
and started toward him, she con- 
tinued. The swarthy man then 
cursed the news vendor. Dinkel- 
kamp replied, “Wait a minute,” 
and walked toward his box, plac- 
ing his papers on it. As he turned 
back, she continued, the man pro- 
duced a pistol and fired twice at 
the vendor. 

Killer Walks Away Leisurely. 

The first bullet struck him in 
the back. His assailant pulled 
the trigger a third time but the 
pistol] misfired... Dinkelkamp 
slumped to the ground and his 
assailant fired again. Then the 
killer turned and walked leisurely 
across Natural Bridge and south 
on Grand. 

Two young men and a young 
woman who were seated at a 
table in the drug store heard the 
argument between the news ,ven- 
dor and his assailant. and were 
watching from the door when 
they saw the man fire the third 
shot, 

James Zerface, 40244 Maffitt 
avenue, one of the three, said he 
followed a’ short distance behind 
the slayer as he walked south in 
Grand but soon lost him, Zerface 
called td the druggist to telephone 
for an ambulance. The other two 
who witnessed the shooting were 
Miss Lydia Young, 3208 North 
Newstead avenue, and Clarence 
Kietel, 3927A Parnell street. 
Woman in Auto Describes Scene. 

Mrs. Parnell Molkenbur, 2160 
Salisbury, told police she was rid- 
ing in an automobile with her 
husband, west in Natural Bridge, 
and they stopped at Grand for the 
traffic signal.

Less Than Total Sought 
by Departments 


Thrift Urged. 


A tentative city budget provid- 
ing for expenditures totaling $33,- 
553,000 in the next fiscal year was 
presented to the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment today by 
Budget Director E. G. Schubkegel. 

The amount recommended is al- 
most $7,000,000 less than had been 
requested by city department 
heads. Despite salary increases 
for municipal employes which 
have totaled $2,500,000 a year, the 
1948-49 budget is only $205,000 
larger than that for the current 
fiscal year ending April 13. 

Department heads had request- 
ed appropriations amounting to 
$40,305,000. The record appropri- 
ation for the current year was 
$33,348,000. 

Schubkegel Urges Thrift. 

In a letter accompanying the 
tentative budget, Schubkegel said: 
“It is obvious the present fiscal 
crisis precludes any increase in 
personnel and does not warrant 


additional services.“ He said thrift 
and

come are augmented.“

In getting up ‘his tentativé fig- 
ures, the budget director antici- 
pated transfer of the City Sani- 
tarium and the St. Louis Training 
School to the State, as provided in 
bills now awaiting the Governor's 
signature. The Department of 
Welfare allocation made provision 
for city operation of the two insti- 
tutions only for a four-month pe- 
riod, Schubkege! added that crea- 
tion of new city jobs and filling 
of positions now vacant are not 
provided for in the plan he out- 
lined. 

“Present sources of revenue are 
definitely inadequate to take care 
of all needed repairs and replace- 
ments to structures, apparatus and 
other departmental equipment,” he 
warned. 

Allocations in Budget. 

The tentative budget allocated 
$6,686,000 to the Police Depart- 
ment, the same amount as in 
1947-48, but in a footnote Schub- 
kegel estimated that pay increases 
sought by the department through 
legislation would call for an allo- 
cation of $8,135,000, The police 
salary bill passed by the Senate 
yesterday reduced the increases 
originally contemplated. 

The tentative budget included 
the following departmental rec- 
ommendations, listing in order the 
amount received last year, the 
amount requested for the coming 
year and the allocation recom- 
mended by Schubkegel:

Sponsored by the State Teach- 
ers’ Association, the additional ap- 
propriations will provide about

trict from using the additional 
money to lower local school taxes 
instead of paying a higher salary 
to teachers. 

The increased allotments voted 
by the House yesterday pushed 
general revenue expenditures, as 
now proposed in pending fund 
measures, to about $8,000,000 in 
excess of 1948-49 anticipated state 
revenues.

NEW U.S. MISSILE. 
SAID TO TRACK AND 
SINKSHIPS ATSEA 


om Martin Asserts Na- 


tion Also Has Radioac- 
tive Cloud and New 
Bacteria. 


NEW YORK, March 25 (AP)— 
Plane maker Glenn L. Martin says 
the Navy has perfected guided 
missiles that can search out an 
enemy ship and destroy it “even 
if it is halfway across.the ocean.” 

The United States’ present-day 
warfare developments, Martin 
says, also include a radio-active 
cloud that will kill anything it 
touches, new bacteria weapons 
and an atomic bomb far more 
devastating than those dropped 
on Japan. 

The Navy's guided missile is 
equipped with a homing device 
which steers it to its target, Mar- 
tin said at a press conference 
yesterday. 


Martin is head of the airplane 


manufacturing firm that bears his 
name. 

“We can sink the ship even if 
it is halfway across the ocean. 
All we have to do is get our own 
ships out of the way,” Martin said. 

The missiles also can be used 
against iron foundries, he con- 
tinued, and “it will be possible 
to eliminate a nation’s steel indus- 
try in time.” 

Danger in Atomic Cloud. 
radio-active, or atomic, 
cloud is spread by wind, he as- 
serted. There’s a danger of it 
backfiring on its user if turned 
loose when weather conditions are 
not suitable, he said. 

“It is effective over a much 
larger area than is the atom 
bomb,” Martin said, “and might 
make the area it touches more ra- 


dioactive for an indefinite time.” 

Martin also mentioned new bac- 
teria weapons, some of them cap- 
able of lying dormant for a time 
and then “making the victim ill, 
with an illness from which he 
does not recover.” 

65-Day Decision Likely. 

If another war comes, the new 
weapons make it likely that its 
ultimate course would be deter- 
mined, within 65 days, he said, 

“Our greatest weapons are some 
months away,” Martin declared. 
“It will take two years before we 
could produce sufficient aircraft 
of the new type now being de- 
veloped. Missiles would be ready 
much more quickly.” 

In Washington, the Atomic 
Energy Commission had no com- 
ment on Martin’s statements. 
The methods by which the radio- 
active clouds are being made and 
tested are top secret, Martin de- 
clared.. Martin first mentioned 
the atomic cloud research last May 


when testifying before a Senate 
subcommittee.

Without neglecting his political 
heritage, the deliverable Tal- 
madge Legion,” composed of the 
“wool-hat boys“ from the creeks 
and crossroads, the 34-year-old 
Talmadge is reaching out. He is 
appealing to the younger element 
throughout this state from busi- 
ness men to farmers who think 
in terms of tractors and diversi- 
fied crops rather than mules and 
cotton. 

His voice is heard on campuses, 
in farm bureau halls, at Ameri- 


and fraternal groups far removed 
from the hustings of the hills. 
Currently he is concentrating on 
the civic club circuit, making about 


speeches a week as a build-up for 
jan approaching campaign to fill 
his father’s two-year unexpired 
term as Governor. 


Double Barreled Strategy. 
-Talmadge is also displaying a 
shrewd double barreled strategy 
designed to appeal in different 
ways to two diverse groups in or- 
der to create a political dynasty 
which he hopes may insure his 
fortunes for years to come. He 


is guarding against a day when 
the “legion” may fade as progress 
comes to the hills. It is his plan 
to create an organization 80 
that he may never fear a two-man 
race. His father’s triumphs usual- 
ly were predicated on a split vote 
in a three-way contest with the 
“legion” his balance of power. 
Before chambers of commerce 
and similar bodies he appears as 
an earnest young Georgian, with 
a university and law school back- 
ground. He demonstrates a de- 
tailed knowledge of their prob- 
lems, gives the general impression 
of a progressive outlook on busi- 
ness and agriculture and faith in 
Georgia’s future.

A Plan for the Draft 


By far the most important responsibility of 

at this time is to enact legislation to 

make the United States so strong that no po- 

tential enemy of this country will be foolhardy 
enough to start World War III. 

This is the urgent message which Defense Sec- 
retary Forrestal has delivered to the country 
through his sobering testimony befere the Sen- 
ate Armed Services Committee. 

We believe that a program to make the United 
States secure in any situation must be many- 
sided. In our opinion, it embraces: 

1. Selective service. 

2. Military training. | 

3. The most powerful Air Force in the 
world. 

4. Continued leadership in atomic weap- 
ons. 

5. Development of the Organized Reserves 
and National Guard. 

6. Improvement and expansion of a cen- 
tral intelligence service. 

7. Preparation for industrial. mobilization 

and conversion. ; 


8. Inventory and stockpiling of critical 
materials. 

9. Organization of civilian groups and fa- 
cilities for emergency action. 


10. Preparation of rationing and other con- 
trol programs for use if needed. 

We list selective service first because we 
think it is the first element in this program 
with which Congress should deal. Our law- 
makers should deal with selective service not 
after the November election, not next summer 
or even a month or two from now. Congress 
should enact selective service as soon as it 
can complete the legislative process. 

A good start toward enactment is the an- 
nouncement by Chairman Gurney that 10 of the 
13 members of the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee are convinced of the need of selective 
service after their closed session with Secre- 
taries Marshall, Forrestal and Royall. 

But though this start is good, it is not good 
enough to insure the country that a selective 
service bill, when it is presented, will not bog 
down in presidential election-year politics, What 
is needed is a procedure by which President 


‘Truman and Congress can work together to 


bring a law into being, notwithstanding political 
pressures against it. 

President Truman showed his willingness to 
set politics aside when he called for revival 
of the draft, the very idea of which in peace- 
time is repugnant to a great many Americans. 
But unless Congress follows him the proposal 
falls fiat. 

We strongly recommend, therefore, a course 
which will overcome the political considerations 
of the election year. We propose these steps to 
bring about prompt enactment of the draft: 

1. The President to call the leaders in 
Congress of both parties to the White House 
for a session with the Secretaries of State, 
National Defense, the Army, Navy and Air 
Force. The President to tell congressional 
leaders the facts as he knows them and ask 
the Secretaries to explain the need in detail 
for selective service. 

2. The President to propose the drawing 
of selective sevice legislation so that Con- 
gress, particularly members of the House, 
all of whom are voted on in November, will 
not be open to thoughtless ‘attack for ap- 

roving the draft. This would be achieved 

having Congress pass the legislation with 
the effective date left open for determina- 
tion by the President, according to develop- 
ments and in the light of advice given him 

by the defense Secretaries. . 

3. The President and congressional lead- 
ers to go. before the cou with the. an- 
nouncement that this procedure is designed 
to lift the issue above the election year 
dangers so that selective service may be 
approved, with boards established and work- 
ing machinery set up. The button would 
not be pushed until the President himself 
set his finger to it. 

The country cannot risk its future. It cannot 
gamble that war will not come. It must act to 
protect itself in any emergency, Selective 
service is needed to bring the armed forces up 
to authorized strength. 

The stumbling block is consideration of the 
coming election. The simplest way to remove 
it, in our opinion, is the course proposed above. 
Mr. Truman has already taken responsibility 
for asking for the draft. Let him tell Con- 
gress that if it will pass the draft on an “if and 
when needed” basis, he will take full responsi- 
bility for its application. 

The President says his only intention is to 
“do what is right regardless of consequences.” 
The country needs a demonstration that Demo- 
crats and Republicans can work together. It 
needs a demonstration that the executive and 
legislative branches can put aside their differ- 
ences when the urgency is great. 

This procedure to enact the draft now for 
use later would demonstrate both. Among those 
who would take notice would be certain per- 
sons in Moscow. 
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Paying a Postwar Debt

for their part in the attempt to assassinate 
Hitler in July, 1944. 

This was a brave attempt. Had it been suc- 
cessful, it might have terminated the war some 
months before it did end. As it was, the bomb- 
ing was a blow to German morale, and a boon 
to the morale of the Allies.

The proposed parking ordinance, which as- 
sumes the owner of a misparked vehicle is re- 
sponsible unless he proves his innocence, has 
been killed by the Board of Aldermen’s Traffic 
Committee.

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The Real Rate Base of PSC 


For utilities whose property is not seriously 
affected by obsolescence, the proper rate- 
making formula may be a fair return on original 
cost less depreciation. But it is not applicable 
in the case of the St. Louis Public Service Co., 
which is now seeking a revenue increase before 
the State Public Service Commission. 

Obsolescence of this property has been abun- 
dantly recognized in repeated’ batikruptcies and 
reorganizations over a long period of years. 
It was recognized most clearly in the price 
which the present owners paid for their con- 
trolling interest. 

National City Lines, the holding corporation 
for the St. Louis Public Service Co., bought its 
46 per cent stock interest for $1,339,914. At 
this average price, the total stock interest is 
worth $2,910,000, Even at the price prevailing 
on the St. Louis Stock Exchange yesterday, the 
total 1,490,338 shares of stock were worth only 
$7,824,024. 

On this basis, the $553,000 which the Public 
Service netted last year was better than a 7 
per cent return. City Counselor Stemmler con- 
tends that the company will save $438,566 this 
year from the substitution of busses for street- 
cars, and that saving should be greater in fu- 
ture years. The gross revenue should be $958,- 
000 greater this year than last, because of last 
year’s two-week strike. From all of this we de- 
duce that the shareholders should do very well 
this year with no fare increase whatever. 

The decision of the United States Supreme 
Court in the Hope Natural Gas case and sim- 
ilar decisions in other cases offer ample ground 
for using the actual money invested, rather 
than the illusive formula of original cost or 
original cost-less-depreciation, as the proper 
base on which to figure utility fares or rates. 
This is the formula which ‘the Public Service 
Commission should invoke in the Public Service 
Co. case. Any other approach might permit 
the company to earn an unfairly high return 
on its investment and to charge the public un- 
fairly high fares. 
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An Averted Public Utility Strike 


With the passage of the King-Thompson Act 
last summer, conciliation and arbitration were 
the policies adopted to end public utility strikes 
in Missouri, In agreeing to arbitrate their wage 
differences, the St. Louis County Water Co. and 
the CIO Utility Workers’ Union have bowed to 
both common sense and the law. Thus was averted 
the first strike threatened in a public utility 
in Missouri since the new law was passed. In 
the future, the law should be accepted with 
such grace and administered with such fair 
ness that even the threat of a strike will be 
avoided.

No Compromise With Usury 
To the credit of State Representatives Roos 
and Andrae, they want to end the chaos in the 
small-loan business. To the credit of 58 other 
Representatives, and to 46 members on a vote

ting the required constitutional majority. For 
the Roos compromise, with its interest rate of 
24 per cent on loans up to $400, conceded too 
much to the loan lobby's and the State Senate’s 
excessive-rate ideas. : 

This action in the House means that an inter- 
est-rate bill will probably not be passed at this 
session, but the prospect for borrowers is good. 
Many banks and some loan companies are of- 
fering small loans at 8 per cent; that rate is 
low for this kind of business and it will go up 
when a new law is passed, but meanwhile it 
is available. Other lenders, to be sure, dodge 
the usury law by making unwary borrowers pur- 
chase high-priced “insurance.” But State In- 
surance Superintendent Owen G. Jackson has 
become aware of this practice and has indicated 
that he means to move against it. 

Such action to prevent dodges, and perhaps 
a few suits to recover under the usury statute, 
could curtail sharp practices, make the loan 
lobby cry uncle and put the State Senate in a 
reasonable frame of mind. The matter is al- 
ready delayed two years but this chante is 
worth a further wait. 
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The Sardines Are Back

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An Excellent Coal Strike Board 

President Truman has appointed an excellent 
board of inquiry as the first step in applying 
the Taft-Hartley Act in the coal strike. The 
three members are well acquainted and sym- 
pathetic with the problems of labor and yet are 
not professional champions of labor. They all 
come from important coal-producing states. 

Mark Ethridge is publisher of the liberal 
Louisville Courier-Journal. George W. Taylor 
is professor of labor relations at the University 
of Pennsylvania, and formerly chairman of the 
War Labor Board. Sherman Minton, formerly 
Senator from Indiana, is a Judge of the United

The great goal—an outstanding Missouri 
school system—may be considerably nearer 
when this Legislature has finished its work, 

The Senate has perfected the bill to start 
reorganization of rural districts, Another 
bill is expected to require the districts to 
levy: the maximum local tax permitted with- 
out a vote of the people. 


A Senate resolution already “adopted re- 
quires a complete study of tax assessments 
throughout the state. It will be ready for 
the next session, And there is reason to 
hope that tHe Legislature will put an ad- 
ditional $7,500,000 into the state school fund 
for emergency use in the next year. 

The school reorganization bill is a start 
on the big problem of the one-room school 
house. The trend toward closing the one- 
room schools is already under way. Through- 
out the state you can see the boarded win- 
dows, rusted pumps and weed-grown yards. 

During the war and postwar years more 
than 2000 of these rural schools have beon 
abandoned, most of them for lack of 
enough pupils to justify a teacher. 

Still in operation are some 3300 rural 
schools with fewer than 15 pupils. Some 
have as few as four or five. A large share 
of them have fewer than 10, 

In the face of rising teacher salaries and 
the competitton for teachers it is obvious 
that most of these 3300 schools won’t be 
able to offer good education, It can’t be 
done with any justifiable high levels of 
state aid. When there is no way to save 
many of the one-room schools the main 
thing is to give better education, 


The purpose of the reorganization bill is 
to give orderly direction to the inevitable 
trend—get away from the hardships of 
helter-skelter closing—end the tax inequal- 
ities that have left closed districts taxing 
20 cents to load their children on other dis- 
tricts taxed at a rate of $1.50 or $1.75. 

The Senate bill would require the elec- 
tion of county boards throughout the state. 
Each board would plan the reorganization 
in its own county and submit the plan to 
the State Board of Education. When ap- 
proved the plan would go to a vote of the 
people in the affected districts. If the plan 
is voted down twice the bill now provides 
a penalty of 15 per cent reduction in aid. 

Along with reorganization these county 
boards would be permitted to submit a 
county unit system to a county-wide vote. 
It could be a definite step toward adoption 
of the county unit system in Missouri, 

To aid consolidation, the bill proposes to 
pay one-half the cost of new buildings or 
$20,000, whichever is smaller. 

This and the other bilis before the Legis- 
lature do not add up to a complete answer 
to the state’s school problem. They are 
only steps, all taken in one logical direc- 
tion. The next Legislature should pick up 
the job where this one stops. 

Starting with the school survey last year 
the Special School Committee has made a 
splendid beginning. We don’t believe any 
Missouri legislative group has ever had 
such a clear view of the needs. It is a 
long, hard goad, but the leaders, at least, 
know where they are going.

HERE is excitement at Nor 
mandy High School because 
the cowboys are coming to 
town. Not real cowhands but 
and girls from out Colorado way 
known as the Cheyenne Mountain 
Dancers and famous as such for 
the way they swing their partners 
in cowboy and early American 
steps at the ¢all of Lloyd Shaw, 
noted square dance authority. 
The cowboy dancers and their 
boss, better known as Pappy and 
his kids, have slipped away from 
the range that lies at the foot 
of Cheyenne Mountain, hard by 
Colorado Springs, and are headed 
this way at the invitation of Helen 
Dunbar, director of the _ girls’ 
physical education department of 
the school, to show forth physical 
education as it is taught in the 
sunshine and shadows of the snow- 
topped Rockies. Saturday night 
th will dance at the school, 
6701 Easton avenue. 


It will be, more than an er- 
hibition when the mountain 
dancers come. It will be something 
like an expedition, for Lloyd Ww 
and his boys and girls are eru- 
saderg in the cause of joy and 
health, bringing ‘back the old 
dances and driving out the new. 
Lloyd Shaw, with evangelistic 
zeal, calls it something that is 
redolent with the richest culture 
and soundest values of our Ameri- 
can way of life. Hear him: 

“It has the tang of ripe apples 
and of harvest home about it. It 
has the sharp smell of the freshly- 
cut logs at a barn-raising about 
it. Jingle bells accompany it to a 
winter frolic, It hums itself in the 
homely folk tunes of our beloved 
past. It is home-spun, deep-chested 
in its laughter, and radiant with 
our American dream.”

m@ UCH credit for the revival is 
due Lloyd Shaw. As head of 
the Cheyenne Mountain High 

School more than 25 years ago he 
directed some of the students in a 
study of the European folk dance. 
‘The study led to a realization that 
‘there ‘was a neglected field of 
western dancing in the old Ameri- 
can folk tradition, Here they were 
going overseas for something when 
something better could be found on 


the range and in the covéitowns. 
It lay ‘dormant because cow- 


boys and the cow towns were 


passing and it was hard to get 
at but it was there. It began to 
emerge when a rancher who had 
been a cowboy came asking Shaw 
to do something about it. Shaw 
caught the scent and was off in 
full cry. From that beginning he 
went on to win fame for him- 
self and the Cheyenne Mountain 
Dancers. 


His growing interest was, not 
only in square dances as whole- 
some social fun but in their his- 
toric and literary significance as 
a living bit of the colorful days 
of the old west, an authentic wit- 
ness of the life of the frontier 
fathers, fashioned from fragments

In a quest for unrecorded 
sources he backtracked the ox 
teams and arrived at the conclu- 
sion that the dances came from 
New England, where the quadrille 
was fashioned from what had 
been brought from France and 
oth European countries, and 
from the Kentucky mountains and 
the Appalachians, where it was 
called the running set, a survival 
of the earliest known, form of the 
English country dance, which in 
turn derived from pagan quasi- 
religious ceremonials, Through the 
Ozarks, Shaw believes, the 
were carried to the western fron- 
‘tier, meeting there the quadrilles 
that had ‘been brought from New 
England and assimilating the 
courtesy movements that marked 
the quadrille. Thus was developed 
a true western dance built on the 
New England square framework 
but with the greater vigor of the 
running set, further stimulated by 
the free spirit of the west. Now 
the dances called western, born 

k the two ancient streams, are 

owing back to New England as 
one great American folk form. 


These, then, are the cowboy 
dances that will be seen when the 
Cheyenne Mountain Dancers come 
to Normandy High School and, 
later, when they will be seen at 
the National Folk Festival April 
7, 8, 9 and 10, at the Opera House, 
Kiel Auditorium. But, take it from 
Lloyd Shaw, on both occasions it 
will be more than a frolic, for the

Sharpening Cutting Tools. 

E got to thinking why it is 
W that our weekend carpenters 
have so much trouble saw- 

ing a straight line or chiseling 
ut wood without getting that “a 
family of hungry beavers have 
been here” effect. Well, one rea- 
son could be that the cutting tools 


in the family tool chest are about 
as dull as—. No, I won't say it. 


As far as sharpening a saw goes 
we suggest you take it to a hard- 
ware or grinding 2 and let an 
expert do the work. It won't cost 
much and it's so easy to ruin a 

w by.improper setting and fil- 
ing. ng a good job calls for 
special equipment, special training 
and special experience. 

Chisels and plane blades, on the 
other hand, can be ground and 
sharpened with moderate ease. If 
the blade is badly nicked, rounded 
at the edges or has no bevel (the 
slope at the edge), it must be 
ground first. This is done, believe 
it or not, on a grindstone. Let 


' the stone rotate towards the blade 


and grind the bevel at about 25-30 
degrees—the width of the bevel 
being about twice the thickness of 


the blade. Watch out when yot 
grind not to let the blade get too 
hot. After grinding the blade, it 
can be sharpened on an oilstone. 
Hold the blade so that the bevel 
rests flat on the stone and move it 
back and forth. Eventually a wire 
edge will appear at the tip of the 
blade and this is a sign to stop. 
Turn the blade over and lay it flat 
down on the stone. Move it a few 
times and the Wire edge will dis- 
appear, If you want a super sharp 


blade, hone it on a leather strap 


after you've finished with the oil- 
stone,
